Minneapolis, Minn., June 27.—Many; 


were killed and injured and $600,000 
damage done by a tornado and hail- 
storm, which swept over the southern 
section of the state late yesterday aft- 
ernoon, according to reports from the 
stricken district. 


All telephone and telegraph wiren 


now are down and 
four counties, 


where the storm was heaviest, have 
not been heard from for several hours. 


One telephone report before 
the 


wires went down came from Kasota, 
a town of 700 people in Leseuer coun- 
ty, and said that several buildings had 
been demolished and at least 10 per- 
sons killed. A large grain elevator was 
blown down, pinning several men un- 
der the wreckage. 


The storm is believed to have spent 


its greatest force in Leseuer, Nlcolett, 
Blue Earth and Scott counties. 


According to a report which reached 


the office of the Chicago and St. Paul 
road at 
least a dozen 
towns were 


swept by the fury of the cyclone. 


Kasota, Crodova, 
Kilkenny, Cleve- 


land, St. Peter, New Sweden, Mankato, 
Madison Lake, New Prague and Belle- 
plaine, all towns of 1,000 people 
or 


more, lie directly in the path taken by 
the tornado, and it is probable that 
the list of dead will begin, to mount 
^ip when communication is re-estab- 
lished. 


Great damage was done to crops by 


the hail and high winds. The hail 
cut down the fields like a mower, and 
it is here that the storm will inflict 
the greatest burden on the farmers. 


The storm is believed to be the same 


which swept through Nebraska earlier 
in the day.

Russel Shaw, formerly of Newark 


one of the youngest successful bird- 
men in the country and the manager 
of an air craft factory in Indianapo- 
lis is now in the city. 


The young man who has astonish- 


ed the 
country 
with

nights and his progress in the science 
of air craft construction was only 
four years ago a student in the lo- 
cal high school. 
Now only 19 years 


of age he has had more than his 
share in flying experience. 


iMr. Shaw, 
who 
lived 
on High 


street while a. resident of this city 
began at the age of 1 2 years to mod- 
el airships and perfected his first 
machine at the age 
of 1C in this 


city. 
His latest invention is a motor 


flying boat. 
Young Mr. Shaw has 


built a factory in Indianapolis with 
the aid of wealthy promoters. 


His "motor boat flying machine" 


is equipped with a 100 horse power 
engine of Curtis manufacture 
which 


weighs about 40 Ibs. 
It has eight 


cylinders, which deliver power to the 
propeller and on the water will run 
as slow as eight miles an hour or as 
fast as fifty. Rising into the air it 
will attain seventy miles per hour. 


In an interview Friday morning 


the young aviator stated that New-

HOME CHEESEMAKING. 


Product H*lp« to Lower Llvlnf Coot 
, 
by Taking Pino* of Mo«t. 


' In these times of high pricm It be 
hooves UB to manage tn every way to 
reduce the cost of living, and yet be 
•rell supplied with plenty of whole- 
Mine and nutritious food. Now, cheeee 
will in a measure supply the place of 
neat, and if made In the borne on the 
farm will cost but little la comparison 
iwlth meat. Any one having sufficient 
cows to obtain five or six gallons of 
milk in the morning, or part evening's 
milk ran be used providing it IB per- 
fectly sweet, can makedellcloui cheese, 
and if a part of evening's milk is used 
It may as well be skimmed, as that 
cream is likely to be lost The uten- 
sils needed can be found In any farm 
ftonfe. 


Take six gallons of milk, beat to 86 


degrees in a clean wash boiler, remove 
from the stove and add one-half of a 
rennet tablet, previously dissolved in 
naif a cupful of warm Water. Also add 
a little cheese coloring. A very little 
will answer, for one does not want 
cbeese too highly colored. 
Stir well 


*nd cover first with a tablecloth and 
over that several thicknesses of com- 
forter or carpet. Let stand forty or fif- 
ty minutes, or until it becomes like

thick clabbered milk. Then cut clear 
to the bottom into small squares. Cov- 
er and let stand a while longer. Then 
dip off what whey you can. With a 
skimmer chop and stir the curd from 
the bottom up until it Is all fine Place 
a clean half bushel basket over a tub, 
spread a cheesecloth in it. dip in the 
curd, let whey drain off, salt to taste 
•nd work gently with the hand until 
well mixed. 


It Is now ready to put Into the press 


Use a small wooden bucket, with tb« 
bottom out, for a hoop. Set this on a 
clean board, place a clean, wet cheese- 
cloth In the hoop, pat in your mixed 
curd and fold cloth over smoothly as 
possible, put on a round board or a 
tin lid that will fit In the hoop and 
place your weights on, not too heavy 
at first. Add more after a time. 
. Press as dry us possible 
Leave in 


press until evening. 
Take out. trim 


off all uneven edges. Put back into 
the press on a clean, wet cheesecloth 
other side up and put all the weights 
on. Leav'e until next morning. Take 
out and bandage or not, as preferred. 
Place in a warm, niry room to ripen. 
Keep well covered with a dry cheese- 
cloth to prevent flies from getting at 
it 
Turn it and rub with a little fresh 


butter every day. It will be ready for 
vse in four weeks, but will be bette» 
if left until «U weeks old.—American 
Agriculturist.

Gaining his inspi- 
ration from Thomas F. Hunt, then 
Dean of the Agricultural College at 
Columbus, he brought 
together a 


group of boys and girls to lest var- 
ieties of corn and grow -vegetables. 
This work in Clark county, started 
by Mr. Graham, was so satisfactory 
and promised so much, that the Col- 
lege of Agriculture 
saw 
in it a 


splendid opportunity for extending 
its teachings through the state. Con- 
sequently a separate department for 
extention work was formed and Mr.
